The Law Decides. 


Having pondered the matter with be- 
coming gravity for fifty-one years, a French 
court has decided that a woman may 
proceed against her husband for assault. 
To our effete or progressive minds—here, 
as in most matters, there is room for both 
the conservative and the liberal view—the 
court seems to have devoted a long time 
to the settlement. of so obvious a dispute. 
A woman in her réle of a potential victim 
of assault is infinitely more a subject for 
the law s regard than in her capacity as 
a wile. Modern woman something 
to her legal status when she marries, but 
loses nothing. ~The sacrifices to which 
civilised man has been compelled in order 
to make matrimony attractive to the other 
sex do not flatter him. The laws of our 
ancestors and of most early communities 
clothed man with the undisputed right to 
beat his wife in moderation. The Anglo- 
Saxon husband was limited to the use of 
a stick not thicker than his thumb—a fact 
which speaks well for the oblige 
of our forefathers and the resilience of 
our foremothers. The responsibility was 
seldom abused, as the neighbours formed 
a sort of permanent board of assessors to 
whom the wife would appeal in doubtful 
cases. A similar state of things exists to 
this day among the Iess intellectual sections 
of Britain's creat industrial community ; 
but, with the general improvement in 
manners and morals, it is not likely to 
have a long lease of life, In the mean- 
while we must admire the extreme caution 
with which the French court approached 
its' task of abrogating one of the oldest 
customs in the world.

Change and Progress. 


The statement by Dr. Keith, the eminent 
surgeon-biologist, that man is on the way 
to become a very different being from 
what he is to-day, may be misinterpreted 
by many persons to whom the condition 
of their fellow-men is a matter of concern. 
The idealist may exclaim, “One more step 
on the long pathway to the stars,” and 
may proceed to contemplate our infinite 
superiority to the amoeba and other beasts 
that perish. The cynic may say that man 
may be different in an w#on’s time, and 
that the change is bound to be for the 
better. Dr. Keith, however, was not dis- 
cussing the spirit of men, which, a billion 
years hence, may be just as proud and un- 
satisfied as it is to-day. He was talking 
strictly in terms of chromosomes—the 
authors of physical development—and he 
meant that another fifty thousand years 
may deprive us entirely of our small toes 
or add a couple of inches to an arm 
or increase the cubic content of the 
occiput. If we knew more about the 
rapidly developing micro-organisms that 
keep the doctors busy, we might be able to 
foretell what our descendants wil] be like 
in the flesh. One thing, however, is 
certain. Man will continue to achieve and 
to pursue, and still will be learning to 
labour and to wait. However superior to 
ourselves he may have become morally and 
intellectually, .he will still talk of 
millenniums and will refer ló our own

Prior to the 19th century, with the excep 
tion of the libraries just named, there was no 
collection of books in Ireland that could be 
regarded as a public hibrar) t was not 
until 1850 that the establishment of public 
libraries as rate-suj Lig institutions became 
posaible. Dundalk, vas the first municipality 
in Ireland to strike a rate for library put 

ses, and the library which was opened there 
in 1858 had continued its usefulness down to 
the present day. | 

In the early eighties Cork, Dublin, and 
Belfast decided to put the Libraries Act into 
operation, but the Dublin and Belfast authori- 
ties did nothing until they were compelled by 
public opinion. In December, 1883, a library 
committee was appointed by the Dublin Cor- 
poration, and in 1884 two municipal libraries 
were opened. When it was eventually re- 
cognised that public libraries were important 
factors in the intellectual and moral develop 
ment of the community, it was found that 
the penny rate was totally inadequate, and 
the maintenance of libraries in Ireland became 
a very difficult problem. 

Mr. Roy suggested to the Conference that 
a resolution should be passed calling upon the 
Government to give extended powers to library 
authorities to enable County Councils to 
organise library services. Personally, he 
looked forward to the future work of “pub'ic 
libraries in Ireland with full confidence. He 
advocated the setting up of commercial refer- 
ence libraries, and in conclusion said that it 
was the duty of the present generation to lay 
a sound foundation on which the young 
generation might build. 

AN IRISH ASSOCIATION. 

Mr. J. J. O'Neill, Librarian, University 
College, Dublin, in the course of a paper on 
“The Need for an Association of Irish 
Librarians,” briefiv referred to Cumann na 
Leabharlann, which society existed about 
twenty years ago. 

This Cumann was formed in 1904, for the 
purpose of stimulating the library movement 
in Jreland generally, and to promote the 
stidy of ‘bibl iography. The Society had a 
journal, An Leabharlann,’ * to which the 
principal scietienaes were Mr. Henry Dixon, 
Mr E. R. McClintock Dix, “ Torna,” Sean 
0 Ceallaizh, Mr. John O'Donovan, Mr. James 
Jarry, Mr. Peter White, and the late Mr, 
Lvster. Both Society and journal, however, 
had gone out of existence, and nothing had 
since been done to replace them. 

If Ireland had lagged behind in the library 
movement in the past, one could, however, 
trust that. under native rule, with Irish 
ideals in education, science, and art, and a 
new social and economic system of life, the 
library would be called upon to play an im- 
portant part in the life of the people. It 
might, and conld, become in town and village 
a national aijunct to the school, and prove, 
indeed, ‘‘The Poor Man's University.’ 

It was time that something was done to- 
wards. forming an association of Irish library 
workers, an association which would: be s 
common meeting ground for all, whether.they 
worked in the Free State or in Northern Ire- 
land. The Conference should appoiat a com- 
taittee to look into this matter. 

Mr. O'Neill then proposed that an associa- 
tion of Irish library workers be inaugurated, 
with the following policy :—To unite all per- 
sons engaged in library work; to promote 
better administration of libraries; to promote 
whatever would tend to the improvement of 
the position and qualifications of librarians; 
to advance theadoption of the Public Libraries 
Acts; to promote the establishment and de- 
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under 


velopment of reference libraries and lending | 
affecting - 


liLraries; .to watch legislation 
libraries; to assist in the promotion of such 
legislation as might be necessary far the de- 
velopment of libraries, and to hold examina- 
tions on librarianship and to issue certificates 
of efficiency. 

Mr. H. Moreland (Bandon) secorded Mr. 
O'Neill's proposition, which was passed, and 
a committee of twelve was appointed, 

Mr. Lennot Robincon proposed, ana Mr. J. 
Roy seconded, the ee resolution, which 
was adopted. 

“That this conference al Irish librarians 
and persons interested in the education of 
Ireland urges on the Governments of Southern 
and Northern Ireland the necessity of amend- 
ing the law and giving powers to a county 
authority to levy a rate in support of public 
libraries, and to extend the powers of the 
existing library authorities to cover public free 
libraries and other educational work.”’ 

Lieutenant-Colonel Mitchell, a member of 
the Carnegie Trust, briefly addressed the 
meeting and congratulated them on the forma- 
tion of a new Library Association. The 
organisation and the smoothness and efficiency 
with which it worked reflected the highest 
credit on Mr. Lennox Robinson and Mr. 
McCready. The conference would do a great 
deal of good, particularly owing to the way 
in which it was reported in the Dublin Press. 
He had been reading the report closely 
every morning, and he had never read better 
reports. (Applause.) 

After Mr. Lennox Robinson had paid a 
tribute to the work of the other members of 
the Committee in connection with the con- 
ference, a vote of thanks was passed to the 
Carnegie United Kingdom Trust and its Irish 
Advisory Committee for the financial assist- 
ance rendered, and the conference concluded.

For a moment it seemed that there was a 
chance for Richards, for he was playing a 
game of such glittering. brilliance that even 
Johnston had to give him best. 

Then came the sequel. Suddenly al! the 
snap seemed to have gone out of Richards. 
Johnston was as cool as ice during that all- 
important game, and, he played with a 
mechanical precision. There was still a 
chance for Richards, but he could not keep up 
the pressure.

MAURITIUS, Friday. 

The final chapter of the great story of 
the wreck of the Trevessa can now be told. 

This morning a ship’s boat appeared off 
Souillac, on the south coast of the island, 
and those on sHore who saw it said “ This 
must be the Trevessa’s second lifeboat.”’ 

Down to the shore went all who had heard 
of the arrival of the boat. Those who had at 
once thought of the Trevassa were right. It 
was the battered boat which had been so 
eagerly looked for and searched for so long 
in vain. — 

Sixteen exhaustéd men, one or two of them 
in a pitiably weak condition, were soon 
landed. They had been 25 days at sea, dur- 
ing which they must have drifted, rowed, and 
sailed over 2,100 miles. 

They had a tragic story to tell, After the 
first expressions of sympathy and congratula- 
tions on their safe arrival following their suf- 
ferings and perils, they told those who sur- 
rounded them that eight men died from 
exhaustion and hunger during their long and 
stormy voyage in the open boat. 

Before the arrival of the second lifeboat the 
British cruiser Colombo had begun a search 
for it, scouring the sea in all directions, But 
like the search for the captain's boat it did 
not succeed, and the sixteen men, after great 
suffering heroically borne, steered their own 
way to safety. 

The Colombo left Mauritius on Wednesday 
for Rodriguez to see if the men had landed, 
and on learning that they had not been seen 
at once left for the search. 

When Captain Foster landed at Rodriguez 
he reported that there were 24 men in the 
second lifeboat. Out of a total crew of 44, 
therefore, 24 have been saved. 

The names of survivors of the second life- 
boat. says Reuter, are :—Smith, Hall, Sumner, 
Bainbridge, Stainton, Wilson, Bell, Sheirjahn, 
Goddard, Edwards, Burke, Sturt, Brinks, 
' Woolley, Seaborn, and Alchunn. 

All are making progress except the last two, 
who are very weak.

KEMAL’S CANDIDATES 
WINNING.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Friday. 

Mustapha Kemal Pasha has scored a vic- 
tory at the Turkish polls. Two thousand 
clectors of the second degree elected last: week 
to choose the Constantinople representation 
on the Grand ‘National Assembly at Angora 
have unanimously returned the 15 candidates 
proposed by Mnestapha Kemal. 

Since the withdrawal of the Union of Pro- 
gress from the elections a month ago all oppo- 
sition has been broken. Among the Constan- 
tireple bhus proposed by Kemal Pasha 
was Ismail Djambolat Bey, Chef of the 
Unionists, who tried some time ago unsuccess- 
fully to bring about a compromise with the 
Nationalists.. The representation of Ismail is 
a sop to the Unionists. 

The Kemalists also carried Smyrna, For 
the first time in the history of Turkey the 
votes of the electors of the second degree have 
been obtained by women—Lafite Hanoum, 
wife of Kemal Pasha, and Halide Edibe, who 
secured the vote for Smyrna. The people do 
not vote directly for the deputies, but for the 
electors. Lafite Hanoum has wired her thanks 
to the Smyrna population, asserting that the 
vote is a symbol of the coming political social 
freedom of the Turkish women. 

In the twenty-five big election districts in 
Anatolia only one Opposition candidate was 
elected. The successful candidate is Ali Issan 
Konia, who, through religions connections, 
constitutes Kemal Pasha’s most dangerous 
rival,

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HORRIBLE CONDITIONS IN A 
BELGIAN SCHOOL.

A great scandal has been discovered at 
Hanst, near Antwerp. The police raided a 
private school, which is stated to be like 
Squeers’ School in “Nicholas Nickleby.’’ It 
was alleged to he run by a man of loose 
character, assisted hy two so-called 
fessors,”’ and that the. premises were in a 
filthy condition. 

The school had accommodation for only 
twenty children, but there were over a hun- 
dred there, many of them less than six years 
of age.

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Like hie elder brother, Lord Ashbourne, he 
was Auditor of the Coiftee Historical Society. 
However, with the exception oí reading the 
customary address, he was not able to take 
any further part in the meetings of the society, 
as he went to London to study conveyancing. 
At the age of twenty-four he was called to 
the Irth Bar, and in the following year he 
married a daughter of the Reverend John 
Hare. Some of the late judge's friends 
remember that the success which he achieved 
at the Bar was predicted for him by one who 
was well able to detect real ability, his cousin, 
the late Mr. Labarte, formerly, for many 
years, Librarian to the Honourable Benchers 
of King’s’ Inns. Mr. Labarte was himself 
a scholar of much culture, and Mr. Gibson's 
regular attendance at the Henrietta street 
Library and his assiduity in reading did not 
escape his notice. 

Among his immediate contemporaries at the 
Bar were Mr. John Monroe and Mr. Hugh 
Holmes, afterwards Lord Justice of Appeal. 
Mr. Gibson, however, in a short time ob- 
tained an extensive practice and was soon 
employed as junior counsel in all cases where 
his services were available. In ten years he 
took silk and practsied equity at common law 
and in the Courts of Probate, Admiralty .and 
Bankruptcy, as well as in the Land Com- 
mission Court. Mr. Gibson, who was a 
member of the Leinster Circuit, was parti- 
cularly distinguished for his knowledge of 
case aw, As a speaker he had 
a nervous. style of oratory, which how- 
ever was most effective with juries; 
but more than any oratorical gifts, his success 
at the Bar was due to the diligent care which 
he bestowed on every brief that was sent to 
him. In 1885 he was appointed Serjeant-at- 
Law in succession to Mr. Serjeant Armstrong, 
and in the same year he was returned to Par~ 
liament for the Walton Division of Liverpool. 
Immediately afterwards he became Solicitor- 
General. Two years later he was advanced to 
the Attorney-Generalship, and in 1888 was ap- 
pointed a Judge of the Queen's Bench. At 
that time he was the youngest judge on the 
bench in this island, and when he retired in 
1921, although not the oldest, he had the 
longest service. 

Unlike his elder brother, the late judge's 
tastes did not lie in politics. He was. by 
nature a lawyer, and no person who once saw 
him could have made any mistake as to the 
profession to which he belonged. Both at 
the Bar and on the Bench, as well as in pri- 
vate life, Mr. Justice Gibson was held in the 
highest esteem, Ársa judge he seemed to 
have given the same care to the thorough 
knowledge of every case that came before him 
as he did when an advocate, His decisions 
were rarely the subject of appeal, and more 
rarely still were thev reversed. At times 
there might have been a brusqueness about 
his manner, which did not arise from any 
want of sympathy, but was due to a nervous- 
ness from which he frequently suffered. Un- 
common as is the occurrence of two brothers 
being on the Bench together, it is not without 
precedent, for the brothers Pennefather were 
at the same time judges, one being Lord Chief 
Justice of Ireland and the other Chief Baron.

In some parts the country many 
acres are covered with water reeds, inter- 
geoted by miniature canals, honking up small 
Jakelets which lie completely hidden from 
the view of the casual wanderer outside the 
swamp. Here in winter time the wild-

Sometimes these strange marshes come and 
with circumstance. Thirty years ago or

The natura} channel being 
blocked, the waters overflowed their banks, 
and the low-lying land of Raheenleigh became 
partially submerged. The ground was soft

they carved inultitudes of little 
‘phannels, till the whole place was cut up 
finto tiny islets, mere little tufts of coarse

Then the black-headed gulls suddenly dis- 
covered this ideal breeding site, and arrived 
fin hundreds.

. bame, till Raheenleigh became a famous gull 


colony. A couple of years ago the powers 
that be thought fit to clean out the old bed 
of the river, and once more the waters were 
diverted to their old course and receded from 
the marsh, leaving the tussocks standing 
eighteen inches or more above the old water 
channels, and reducing the lakes to & few 
shallow pools. Hundreds of he gulls de- 
Ee but many hundreds still remain, faith- 
ul to their old haunt. 

When. by courtesy of Lord Castletown, I 
visited Raheenleigh .a week or so ago, there 
was a grey, and -silver sky hanging above 
& wide tract of country, stretching away 
to the faint grey blue line of the Sleive Bloom 
Mountains. The crying of innumerable birds 
filled all the air, and as I and my guide 
approached, hundreds of black-headed gulls 
rose with a flashing ef grey and silver wings, 
wheeling and turning in great circles above 
their nests, and protesting against our un- 
warrantable intrusion into their sacred haunts. 
The air was literally full of wings, yet no bird 
impeded another's flight. 


Black or Brown. 


A few linger about the coasts all the year 
round, and in the dusk of summer evenings 
about eleven or twelve at night, they will 
rise like wraiths from the meadows near the 
sea and flit after the ghost moths, disappear- 
ing. silently iuto the night shadows. 

lack-headed they can only be truly called 
in the breeding season (brown-headed it should 
be according to Lord Lilford), for they begin 
to lose their hoods about August, and during 
the autumn and early winter their heads are 
white, except for a few little black specks 
like little ears. In December or January they 
gradually begin to darken till the full hood is 
resumed. 

In February the majority leave for such 
infand breeding places as Raheenleigh, and all 
arrive within a few days of each other, when 
they. select their nesting sites amidst much 
anxious clamour. Nearly every tussock was 
crowned with a nest, a shallow cavity lined 
with withered grass, and containing from two 
to four eggs in various shades of olive green 
miashed with brown, which, by the way, are 
Sepaiy sold by hundreds in the market as 
“lovers eggs.” 

It was no easy matter to get them, for 
though the water has receded, the channels 
are filled with black boggy mud, starred with 
kingcups, in which I would have met with 
frequent and untimely disaster but for my 
kindly guide. who picked a safe path with 
wnerring skill among the treacherous quag- 
mires which surround the tussocks. 

As we left the gullery the place seemed 
like a Whistler study in grey monotongs. 
The grev water reflected the grey heavens in' a 
frame of grey green rushes. The west wird 
lifted the grey-lined willow leaves, and silver 
ran tremulously across them. Above, the 
silver grey of myriads of gulls’ wings, like 
living shuttles, wove some such strange fabric 
as we might make in dreams about the heads 
of little children, for Raheenleigh is a place 
ef mystery and mother-love.

THE BANK OF 


Phote by} 
ANY important events, are recorded in 
the annals of Dublin for the vear 
1783, but none of vaster and more far- 
reaching consequences than the establishment 
“i she Bank ot Ireland For a .consderable 
time much uneasiness respecting . financial 
affairs was exercising an adverse influence on 
both cash and credit transactions in Dublin 
and throughout the country, and the failure 
of three city banks in 1755 had brought home 
to the commercial world the great risk of 
allowing the banking business of the nation 
to be retained in private hands. Exception 
was always made, however, in connection with 
the bank established by David’ Digges La 
Touche, a notable Huguenot, who settled in 
Dublin, and might well be dubbed the Father 
of Irish Banking business. 

His financial genius and ability were’ in- 
herited by his son, and when the agitation 
towards the end of 1782 resulted in obteining 
an Act of Parliament to establish a national 
bank, he was selected as its first Governor, 
a proof, were one needed, of the acumen and 
wisdom of Dublin financiers. 

According to the Charter, the new bank 


was founded with a capital of £1,500,000, and 
became known later as the Bank of Ireland. 
lt was not, however, till’ June 25th, 1783, 
that the bank was formally opened in a 
house in St. Mary’s Abbey, off Capel street, 
then a more frequented locality than-in later 
years. 

The house selected, though imposing in its 
appearance, was just sufficiently commodious 
for banking purposes, and there still exist 
various relics, including the first ledger 
opened, which show the steady and increasing 
business which rewarded the founders’ enter- 
prise. In less than a decade it became 
obvious that larger premises were required, 
and ceaseless efforts were made during the 
last five or six years of the century to secure 
suitable accommodation. 

It was not, however, till after the Union 
that the golden opportunity presented itself, 
The Parliament House, the stately pile in 
College Green, was no longer needed, and was 
at the disposal of the Government, and various 
suggestions and offers were put forward, one 
| being that the premises should be granted to 
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halls, which were to be connected with the 
‘College by an underground tunnel. 

In the meantime the Government gave per- 
mission for exhibitions of paintings being held 
in the Parliament House in 1801 and 1802, 
fons in the month of June, in the latter year, 
an Act was passed enabling the Lord High 
Treasurer or Commissioners of His Majesty's 
Treasury in Ireland, “to sell, lease, convey, 
or dispose of the Parliament House in the 
City of Dublin, and all the preinises and 
appurtenances thereunto belonging to the 
Governors and Company of the Bank of Ire- 
land.’’ A sum of £40,000, less than half the 
original cost, .was the price agreed upon, to- 
gether with a ground rent of £240 per annum. 
| On the completion of the purchase the direc- 
tors of the Bank offered premiums for the 
best sets of plans for the adaptation of the 
Parliament House to its new requirements. 
Many interesting designs were submitted, and 
eventually the first prize was awarded to 
Henry Aaron Baker. “Master of the Royal 
Dublin Society’s Architectural School. On 
March 8t¥, 1804, the first stone of the new 
works and alterations was laid by the Lord 
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Lieutenant, the Earl of Hardwicke, in 
presence of a great concourse of spectators. 

Extensive alterations were necessary, a 
considerable portion of the interior was re- 
moved, inclodiit the House of Commons and 
the Court of Requests, part of the latter now 
forming the cash office of the Bank. These 
and other building operations took a good deal 
of time, and it was not until the 6th of June, 
1808, that the edifice was first opened as the 
Bank of Ireland, and celebrated the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of its foundation on the 
25th of the same month. 

Of its subsequent successful progress the 
annals of international banking affairs give in- 
teresting details, especially of its extension up 
to the present time, since its early years in 
St. Mary's Abbey, in the premises which are 
still the property of the Bank. Besides the 
headquarters in College Green, there are three 
agencies in the city, one in Rathmines,. one in 
the Dublin Cattle Market (open on Thursdays 
only), and one hundred and twenty agencies 
throughout Ireland. It is a fine record, and 
one of which the country may be justly 
proud. :

West. With its magnificent stone buildings, 
its fashionable shops, electric tramcars, and 
the constant stream of K: »peans passing and 
repassing along its business thoroughfares, 
one might easily imagine oneself in a great 
Eurnean city. 

Commercialism is stamped all over it. The 
huge cotton warehouses, the traffic to and 
from the wharfes, the ships in the harbour, 
the almost American busile which seems to 
inflict itself upon even the usually  slow- 
moving native, is more reminiscent of the 
West than of the East, and still the glamour 
of the East is there, the multi-coloured cloth- 
ing of the native, the peculiar aroma, which 
invades the atmosphere at Aden and remains 
until one re-enters the Suez, the heat, the 
blueness of the sky, the brightness of the 
reflected rays of the sun, all speak of the 
gorgeous East. 

Thoroughly commercial though it may be, 
possessing. the latest inventions of Western 
civilisation, Bombay still retains its pie- 
turesque appearance. Leave the business 
thoroughfares for the native bazaar and you 
will forget that tramcars and telenhones ex'st. 

One of the largest cities of the Empire, 
Bombay has an enormous native population, 
composed of almost every caste and class, 
from the Brahmin priest to the Hindoo coolie, 
the Parsee and the Mahommedan,:the Chris- 
tian and the Bhuddist. Each Jives and has 
his being in this greatest of Eastern cities. 

Populous as the city is, one is not dis- 
tressed by the sight of the” squalor and 
poverty of our Western cities. The wants of 
the low caste native are but few, a 4ittle rice 
feeds him, water quenthes his thirst, a yard 
or two of cloth and he is clothed. An anna 
or periny or two a day keeps him alive; more 
than this is wealth. He can live and sleep 
in the open air. At night he unrolls his mat 
when and where he lists. At dawn, or after, 
he arises, gives himself a gentle shake to re- 
arrange his drapery, re-rolls his mat, and 
continues his existence from the point at 
which he left off the previous day 

Beggars, the halt, the lame, and the. blind 
are not so excessively importunate here as in 
other Oriental cities. Mendicity is rather the 
prerogative of the holy, practised by the 
Fakirs after a course of martyrdom unequalled 
in severity the world over. Methods of mar- 
tyrdom differ. Some lie on boards through 
which are driven pointed nails two or three 
to the square we 4 others have their arms 
held above their heads for a few years until 
they wither almost away. Eaving achieved 
a satisfactory state of emaciation and de- 
formity they are regarded as very holy, and 
are suppofted by contributions of food and 
money and clothing from their followers. 

Parsees, a singular race, not truly Indian, 
but originating in Persia, make Bombay their 
stronghold. They may be described as the 
Jews of the East. One never sees a poor 
Parsee, and the race is unique in that they 
a not one single beggar amongst them.

their colour is that of the Asiatic. 

The men wear European clothes, with the 
exception of the hat, which resembles in 
shape a bishop’s mitre. The women dress 
very artisticafly in coloured silks, more or 
less after the fashions. of Europe. The re- 
ligion demands an original mode of burial. 
The bodies of the dead are placed on a 
grill on the top of a high tower, known as the 
“Tower of Silence,” and there they remain 
until. the scavenging birds clear the bones, 
which then fall through a grating into a 
stream beneath; and are carried out to gea. 
The ‘‘ Towers of Silence’’ are situated on 
Malabar Hill. alongside the most aristocratic 
of the European buagalows.

THREE -AUSTRIAN PERSONALITIES. 


N discussing the difficulties foreigners have 
| in understanding the Austrians, Kúrn- 
berger declares that the chief reason of 
such a difficulty is that Austria is Asiatic in 
many respects. ‘‘ Europe, he says, ' means 
respect for facts; Asia means the purely per- 
sonal.’’ Now, the Government of Austria, 
as it was under the Hapsburgs, was the most 
personal Government that could be imagined. 
Hermann Bahr; a leading Viennese journalist. 
speaks of the Hapsburgs as “ born artists” 
(presumably people who do not care for facts}, 
and, certainly, the Emperor said once, on 
hearing of a patriot: ‘‘ He may be a patriot, 
but is he a patriot for me?” 

Steed, in his ‘‘ Hapsburg Monarchy,” con- 
tinually reverts to this phrase as a sort cf 
summary and keynote to the Emperor, a sum- 
mary and keynote to all Austria in his person. 
For that jumble of many languages, nationai.- 
ties. and beliefs, that jumble of rivalries and 
hatreds, held together to form a nation called 
the Austrian nation, was only held together 
by the thin thread of a dynastic person. 

“It is many years since Austrians have said 
that their Empire would fall to pieces at the 
death of their Emperor; they had long pra- 
dicted that at his death Italy would sever 
herself from the Triple Alliance. These 
things have come to pass, though not exact'y 
as people expected. iy 

Since the war the term “Kaiser” has 
popularly come to mean, to English-speaking 
people, a person who has _ travestied the 
Divine Right of Kings into a supreme Right 
to Bully. But as between two dynasties, the 
Hapsburg, in point of fact, was the 
niore autocratic in rule than the Hohenzollern. 
vp when Francis Joseph drove through the 
streets of Vienna in an open carriage it would 
be a puzzle to find the tyrant. 

It is certain that in Vienna people were 
not allowed to discuss the Emperor as English 
people may discuss the King. The Emperor 
was very much the Emperor; but whenever 
was there such a “ Long live the Emperor 
expressed from the heart as from the mouth 
of a nondescript lower middle class woman in 
these words: ' When the Emperor dies— 

erhaps, in twenty ears- 
will Se able to say of the next: ‘He is Em- 
peror,” for he was my grandmother's em- 
pevor, my mother’s emperor, and my own 
emperor.’’ “' Ah,” she declared in Vienese 
dialect, “ when he goes, I tell you, all Vienna 
will cry, will howl with crying.” 

When he drove through the streets, the 
‘* oldest’ gentleman in Europe,” touching his 
hat in answer to endless salutations, nodding 
and smiling, there could be no doubt that all 
Vienna at least was “a patriot for him. 
There were stories going, highly treasonable 
stories, and low stories, and history was 
busy weaving and plotting, as she always is; 
but Vienna, the true and simple Vienna that 
since has suffered, almost to the death, was 

atriot ‘‘for him.” ; 

: He came to the Throne in 1848; revolution 
was seething about him—he was an Emperor 
for sixty years after that. He has been accused 
of temporising, of cynicism, and at last 
he was accused of plunging the world into 
war. -He had a long life of sorrow, and his 
own character is said to have represented the 
sum of an accumulation of grief. 

‘ Batheorie. entheorie, peut etre, mars en 
pratique il faut avoir ¢té Empereur pour 
soizante ane,” he said once, when a sugges- 
tion of some change was made to him. 

If he was a cynic, he was @ good -humoured 
cynic, and if sorrow makes men adaptable he 
Í should have been adaptable, His wife fell by 


or twenty-five years—I | 
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The Emperor Francis Joseph. — I. 
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the hand: of an assassin, his son met a terrible, 
mysterious, and partly disgraceful end, the 
heir-presumptive was shot dead, together with 
his wife, by a student. There was more than 
all this for him to bear. Yet an Englishman 
who lived many years in Vienna writes of 
him: “ He had a never-flagging sense of duty, 
a spirit of self-denial, an ever-present feeling 
that an account of his stewardship would one 
day be expected of him.” 

Even that fatal yellow poster bore strange 
testimony to it on the walls of Vienna on 
the day that the Austrian Empire declared 
war on Serbia. “When I am called to 
account,” it said, *‘ for my stewardship for the 
millions of lives of my peoples that God has 
entrusted to " Then it began.. 
And after Serbia, Russia. Hundreds of men 
whose caps bore the inscription F.J.L., 
marched beyond the Carpathians to, a foreign 
land, through a bitter Russian. winter, ill 
equipped, having disadvantages unknown to 
other armies, such as confusion of languages, 
and of opposing nationalities in their ranks. 
But though no great vituperations have been 
poured out on Austria, and no great songs of 
praise, let it be said that they were brave: 
‘* soldiers for him’’ as much as for the “ black 
and yellow.”’ Soon he, too, was called to 
account, in the summer of 1915, 


INDIRECT SPEECH. 


HE drill sergeant is almost the only 

I survivor of those privileged to use the 

imperative mood; we have become s0 
circumlocutory, so outwardly polite, that the 
direct command shocks the ear. It is well 
that we have the direct and personal ‘‘ Thou 
shalt not ” of the Divine commands to give us 
pause. cap 

Occasionally the printed or painted word 
speaks with authority. '' Keep off the grass, 
“Beware of the dog,” leave nothing to be 
desired on the score of distinctness; and ad- 
vertisers who can speak, as it were, from the 
shelter of their wares sometimes venture on the 
monitory tone, “ Refuse substitutes,’’ “' Insist 
on having Stickem’s toffee.’’ 

But in ordinary speech we are very worms, 
twisting and turning about the simplest 
phrase, keeping the hearer in suspense, wear- 
ing out our own powers of. invention : why 
not eschew the tortuous and come back. not 
to the harsh, but to the simple! '' Please 
close the door ” is quite as civil as “If it is 
not too much trouble, would you very much 
mind closing the door”” Indeed, the former, 
in assuming good-will on the part of the 
person addressed, is the more truly polite. 

In matters such as age, on which our inter- 
locutor may be sensitive, we are occasionally 
reduced to diplomacy, if not subterfuge. |The 
late G.,W. .E. Russell’s story of the two 
children who, anxious to ascertain the age of a 
servant who appeared to them a monument of 
antiquity, gravely asked her how often she 
had seen the aloe flower, is a case in point; 
and in a matter of deportment and personal 
habits the young frequently respond to a 
hint when a command in all its baldness would 
leave them unmoved, perchance resentful. 

No one believes the story of the parrot say- 
ing, “Time to go to bed” when the clock 
struck eleven ; the trainer of such a bird would 
have become a millionaire or died of over- 
work: he would ‘be invaluable, unless—horrid 
thought '—he had ventured to open -his ill- 
omened beak when I was regaling the com- 
pany with my latest poem or you with your

SNAKES, 
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(BY MARCIA.) 

HE snake, or the serpent, from time 
Rá immemorial has strangely affected the 
imagination of mankind. The conglom- 
érate impression left by its many attributes 
on the mind is rather evil than good—putting 
one in mind sooner of the French decadents, 
the “ Yellow Book,” and the artistic work of 
Aubrey Beardsley than of the sunny virtues 

of everyday life. 

Few people, I imagine, have ever applied 
to the snake the adjectives innocent, honest, 
kindly, or warm-hearted. Its very beauty 
has something of the sinister. Its cold- 
bloodedness,its silence—or the queerness of the 
few sounds it does make—its mysterious 
footless motion, its brilliant lidless eyes with 
their stony gaze, its frequent deadliness, its 
sinuosity, its power of casting yearly its skin, 
with the accompanying rejuvenescence, all 
these have combined to make the serpent in- 
teresting and awe-inspiring to human beings. 
They have feared it, hated it, and sometimes 
even: loved it. 

The Romans kept certain harmless species 
as pets in their homes, and the Roman ladies 
would wreath the creatures’ cool bodies about 
their throats on hot days. The Parthians and 
Scythians carried images of snakes on the 
top of their spears, when going into battle. 
The Persians, Syrians, and Arabians used 
serpents in their religious mysteries. The 
Hindoos made idols of them, and the 
Egyptians figured Isis with forehead and 
temples wreathed round with the deadly asp, 
and Serapis with a snake attendant on him as a 
good genius. 

The serpent enters freely into the 
mythologies and folklore of almost all nations. 
He cuts a sinister figure in early Biblical 
history, and the symbolism circling round the 
idea of thg serpent is multifarious and varied. 
The double-headed serpent, the winged ser- 
pent, the serpent crowned with spikes, the 
serpent with a dragon’s body, had all their 
significations. To the present day it is 
common to find rings in the shape of a snake's 
body—head joined to tail—as a symbol of 
eternal love. 

Certainly the architypal serpent glides 
thrdugh an atmosphere of romantic imagina- 
tions, of immemorial traditions, and innumer- 
able superstitions. The real creature looked 
at in the hard daylight of the present time 
is rather disappointing. True, one is still 
awe-struck by the forked tongue, the cold 
eye, the strange shape; but not so much as 
one expected—as long as there's a sheet of 
glass between! As with almost all creatures. 
the smaller ones are the slyest, spryest, most 
malicious and clever. The lor ly boa and 
the regal python have a certain grandeur of 
muscular strength, menace and power, They 
are not sly or malicious, and if they are cruel 
they are honestly so. They don’t sting; they 
only squash you to death, and they do it 
slowly, straightforwardly, majestically. 

That there is beauty among the creatures 
cannot be denied, nor that they have a 
wisdom of their own. People who have lived 
in snake-infested parts of India have paid 
considerable tribute to their intelligence. “I 
used to hear their queer hissing talk with one 
another at night,” said a lady who had lived 
on the borders of the jungle near Delhi. 
‘* There was a hollow under the boarded floor 
of my roofh, and I could hear the snakes 
whispering all night long.” 

There is a hint of some capacity for friend- 
ship in this—as if they had discussed ophidian 
politics without enmity at least; but there jis 
an ugly story as to their ¢annabalistic- pro- 
clivities that seems to denegate that. How. 
ever, it is possible that even a cannibal can 
have a chum and enjoy a gossip with him, 
though he make a meal of him afterwards. 


MALLOW WATERS. 
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Mallow was celebrated íor centuries íor the 
efficacy of its tepid mineral springs as a 
powerful restorative to debilitated constitu- 
tions, and was found to be peculiarly effi- 
cacious in scropulous and consumptive cases.

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HOW: CATANIA — 
WAS SAVED. 


Fighting «Ses of Lava. 
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(BY 6. W. MURRAY.) 

HE City of Catania seems to throw a 
auntlet in the face of Providence. 
henix-like, she has emerged, time and 

EE TS from earthguakes and fiery baptisms 
of glowing lava to renew her strength in wider 
streets and more spacious mansions. 

She is one of the most important cities in 
Sicily, and lies on the southern slopes of 
Mount Etna. 

Qne wonders what fatal attraction enslaves 
her to this fiery basilisk; for since classic 
times, when Pindar and Atschylus immortal- 
ised her as the prison of the mighty Typheus, 
Etna’s history is an almost unbroken series 
of eruptions every’ five years. 

True, these eruptions have not always been 
of a deadly, or even remarkable. character ; 
but the chronicles of Catania, and the stories 
which tradition has handed down, present a 
record of horror and fear, probably unparal- 
leled by any other city in the world, and ove 
can listen for hours at a time to awe-inspiring 
tales of ‘‘dangers past ” told by swarthy 
Sicihan raconteurs, 


Streams of Molten Fire. 


The most terrible eruption on record oc- 
curred in 1669. The complete details have 
been preserved, and a very full and accurate 
account by one Alphonso Borelli, a professor 
of mathematics, is still extant. 

On the night of the 8th March, 1669, a 
violent hurricane swept along the slopes of 
Etna, leaving in its wake uprooted trees and 
roofless and shattered ‘houses. Earthquakes 
shook the ground, and, to add to the general 
terror of the scene, a low, thick cloud cf 
opaque and poisonous smoke was hurled from 
the crater of the volcano, blotting out com- 
pletely the rays of the rising sun. 

It was a ‘‘horror of thick darkness,” in 
which panic-striken crowds fled distractedly 
here and there, stumbiing on the shuddering 
ground, or falling, crushed beneath crashing 
débdrts. 

Suddenly a fissure, which seemed to seek 
out the very centre of the earth, was rent in 
the side of Etna. Aiong this glowing seam 
ran a number of. volcunic mouths, vomiting, 
amid a thunderous clamour, clouds of inky 
smoxe and incandescent sand. Soon seven of 
these mouths coalesced to form a growlinz 
abyss, which continued to belch white hot 
cinders and lava for four months without 
ceasing. 

In the meantime the crater of Etna woke 
to fury, and hurled a huge cloud of smoke ani 
flames heavenwards. The imprisoned Typheus 
ratiled his chains within ti'l the whole moun- 
tain shook, and the crests of the crater 
toppled inwards, to be shot up a moment later 
in glowing fragments. 

Krom deep hollows in the rocky mountain- 
side streams of lava oozed in glowing streaks, 
trickling slowly to the plain. and eating up 
forests and homesteads en route,

Gradually, but with dreadful certainty, 
these streams began to unite and spread over 
the country towards Catania. 

Villages and towns were. wiped out, as In 
the present eruption, but in addition a whole 
hill was ~earried away, and a vineyard was ob- 
served floating on a fiery flood for a moment, 
like an emerald set in burnished copper, and 
then disappeared into a mass of charcoal. 

Between this threatening stream and the 
great. outer wall of Catania lay a vallev, which 
tne inhabitants hoped agaicst hope would 
prove their salvation. Vain hope! In six 
shoit hours the valley filled-—overficv ed—and 
the lava, in a line a mile long, and eleven 
yards high, advanced: upon the town. 

It seemed ax though nothing could save 
Catania; but at the eleventh hour Providence 
intervened. Another stream of leva, working 
across the main stream, turned it towards the 
sea, when it had reached within a hundred 
yards of the walls. 

On the seashore, water and fire met in 
deadly combat. Now forty feet high, and 
over a mile and a half long, the lava pressed 
its way into the tide. Steam and sooty 
vapour obscuted the horizon, and thick clouds 
drifted inland, bedewing the parched ground 
with salt-impregnated rain. In the course of 
a few days the shore had receded nearly 
quarter of a mile. .. 

The trials of Catania were but in embryo. 
Each day new tributaries joined the main 
stream, which, assuming the proportions of a 
miniature ocean, began to lave the ramparts 
of the town. 

Helplessly and hopelessly, the inhabitants 
watched it rise hour by hour, .till it was 
level with the top of the walls; under the 
enormous pressure they crumpled up on a 
length of about fifty yards, and the molten 
mass poured in. 


The Delauge—and After. 


Owing to ite thick, treacle-like, consistency, 

lava advances slowly, so that escape is really 
not a serious difficulty. But most of the 
Catanians loved their city too dearly to desert 
her without a fight, and though its doom 
seemed inevitable, for it was the higher parts 
that the lava had invaded, they pluckily set 
about building walls to divert the stream into 
certain streets, through which it could be led 
out of the city. Even women and children 
gar in the work, and with blistered and 
leeding hands, carried stones and bucketfuls 
of earth to form the banks of this unprece- 
dented canal. 
By this means the inimediate danger was 
stayed, but the question was For how 
long?” The inspiration of genius coupled 
with intrepid courage, now stepped in to save 
the city. 

Some men noticed that after the lava had 
lain for a few days, it formed a hard surface 
crust, beneath which the main stream still 
flowed. The idea occurred to them that if 
they were to break the crust in well-chosen 
spots above the city, it might be possible to 
lead away the greater part of the stream 
elsewhere. 

About a hundred brave. men picked their 
way upwards between glowing streams of lava 
till they reached the higher slopes of the 
volcano. Here, in several places, they attacked 
the crust with picks and crow-bars. 

Gasping for breath in the stifling, sulphurous 
atmosphere, and walking on ground which 
scorched the soles of their feet, till every step 
was torture.

In the city the flood rose no 
more; and in Catania to-day, there is not a 
youngster who does not know the whole story 
by heart, and fervently prays for the repose 
ye the souls of the brave men who saved his 
city.
